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SUBJECT: TOKYO ROUND PUBLIC AFFAIRS ACTIVITIES 

1 . THIS IS THE SECOND REPORT ON MTN PUBLIC AFFAIRS 
ACTIVITES AND COVERS THE PERIOD JANUARY - JULY 1978. 

2. THE MTN DELEGATION S PUBLIC AFFAIRS PROGRAM DURING THE 
REPORTING PERIOD HAD TWO FUNDAMENTAL OBJECTIVES. FIRST. 

WE SOUGHT TO MAINTAIN A GENERALLY POSITIVE PUBLIC IMAGE OF 
THE STATUS OF THE NEGOTIATIONS IN ORDER TO HELP MAINTAIN 
FORWARD MOMENTUM. TO PUT SUBTLE PRESSURE ON OUR NEGOTIA- 
TING PARTNERS TO MAINTAIN THEIR PUBLIC COMMITMENTS TO THE 
SUCCESS OF THE NEGOTIATIONS AND, TO THE EXTENT POSSIBLE, 
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TO MAXIMIZE LDC PARTICIPATION. IN ORDER NOT TO CREATE 
FALSE EXPECTATIONS ABROAD OR DOMESTICALLY WE DID NOT AVOID 
DISCUSSION OF PROBLEM AREAS, BUT WE DID ATTEMPT TO KEEP 
THE DISCUSSION AS GENERAL AS POSSIBLE. WE MADE THE POINT 
THAT EVEN THOUGH THE OVERALL ECONOMIC PICTURE WAS BLEAK 
THE POTENTIAL FOR REAL PROGRESS IN THE TRADE AREA WAS 
REAL. SECOND, WE SOUGHT TO MAINTAIN INTEREST IN AND 
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SUPPORT FOR US OBJECTIVES ON THE PART OF US INDUSTRY, 

LABOR, AGRICULTURE AND CONGRESS. 

3. TO ACCOMPLISH THESE OBJECTIVES WE RELIED HEAVILY ON 
THE PERSONAL PRESTIGE OF THE AMBASSADOR AND HIS WIDE 
RANGING CONTACTS IN THE PRIVATE AND PUBLIC SECTORS IN 
EUROPE AND THE UNITED STATES. TO A LESSER, YET NONETHELESS 
SIGNIFICANT EXTENT, WE UTILIZED OTHER MEMBERS OF THE 
DELEGATION AND WASHINGTON VISITORS. 

4. PRESS CONTACTS IN GENEVA: PRESS INTERVIEWS WERE 
ARRANGED ON A FAIRLY REGULAR BASIS WITH EUROPEAN AND AMER- 
ICAN ECONOMIC CORRESPONDENTS ASSIGNED TO GENEVA OR VISIT- 
ING FROM ABROAD. AMBASSADOR MCDONALD HAD INTERVIEWS WITH 
THE FOLLOWING OUT OF TOWN JOURNALISTS, SOME OF WHOM 
VISITED THE DELEGATION SEVERAL TIMES: JACQUELINE GRAPEN

GROUPS FROM ANKARA AND VIENNA, A GROUP OF FINNISH 
PARLIAMENTARIANS AND A GROUP OF NORWEGIAN ECONOMISTS, ALL 
SENT TO GENEVA UNDER USICA AUSPICES. IN ADDITION THE AM-
